"When It became necessary In 1861 


for the officers of the United States 
regular army hailing from southern 
states to choose between the Union 
and the Confederate causes those who 
were fully in sympathy with the seces- 
sion movement went gayly over with- 
out qualms of conscience or regret 
But those who believed the movement 
was wrong. 111 advised and doomed to 
failure stood between two fires. If 
they remained where they conceived 
their duty held them they would be 
condemned as renegades, as traitors, 
by those they loved and who loved 
them at home. 


In 1861 I served in Virginia with 


my battalion of the — th U. S. cavalry. 
One of our officers was Lieutenant 
Harold Claybourne, a premature grad- 
uate from West Point, nineteen years 
old. 
I say premature, because bis 


class had been graduated far ahead of 
Its time in order to furnish officers, so 
greatly needed. Claybourne had been 
appointed to the academy from Vir- 
ginia and was now serving in his 
native state against his own people. 


Unfortunately for these southern 


officers who fought on the northern 
side, there was always an element of 
Distrust concerning them. This prob- 
ably arose from the fact that many 
.^southern civil officers held positions 
under the United States government 
till long after hostilities commenced. 
All the while aiding and abetting the 
Confederate cause. Young Claybourne, 
.^suffering . at being obliged to fight his 
.own people, was unhappy and morose. 
We, his brother officers, knowing him 
to be a man of tender conscience and 


-that his heart was really with his 
. awn flesh and blood, sympathized with 


him, but our intimate knowledge of 
him prevented any suspicion of his 
fidelity to the cause with which he 
'.had cast his lot 


These were the "days when the Army 


..of the Potomac on the one band and 
.the Army of Northern Virginia on the 
..other were facing each other day after 
.day and month after month, the Con- 
federates waiting for General McClel- 
lari to move upon them. The division 
to which our battalion ' was attached 
. remained encamped in the same corn- 
field for months. One night Lieuten- 


... ant Waters, the adjutant, made a spe- 
'cial detail, placing Lieutenant Clay- 
. bourne In command of twelve men for 
ireconnoitering purposes. On going to 
• his tent .to notify him of the order it 


was found vacant 


There was nothing to do but detail 


another officer. The adjutant did not 
report the matter to the major com- 
,,manding, nor did he speak of It to any 
TJne else. Waters was curious to know 


, the cause of Claybourne's absence. 


.But, being a man prone to proceed de- 
liberately, he kept his own counsel, 
-not even speaking to the absentee 
when he next saw him of not finding 
him in his tent when wanted. 
,. Caters after this kept some watch 
over Claybourne and found that on

We all rode out beyond the 


i picket line and, choosing an open 


space in a wood where we thought we 
were not likely to be interrupted, were 
about to dismount for the purpose of 
settling the dispute when we were 
fired upon by concealed Confederates. 
We all rode away in a hurry, heading 
for our lines. 
Seeing Claybourne 


swaying in his saddle, I rode beside 
him and prevented him falling from 
his horse. 
He told me be had been 


shot In tbe side. 


Claybourne was obliged to accept 


satisfaction from the Confederate sol- 
dier who had shot him. for he was 
badly wounded and had to go to the 
hospital. He was not discharged for 
several weeks. In fact, he was not 
discharged at all. for while he was 
under treatment an order came for 
our battalion to move forward and 
take up a position several miles in ad- 
vance of the one we had occupied. 
Claybourne deserted the hospital for 
active service. We found no enemy 
between us and our'new encampment 
except small bands, which at once re- 
treated before us. 


Our battalion encamped near tbe 


manor house of a large plantation, the 
occupants of which were Confederates 
and very bitter against us as invaders 
of tbe south, as they called us. Clay- 
bourne and I were in the same com- 
pany, and I noticed on the march that 
he was suffering great mental distress. 
I forebore to ask him the cause, for 
I knew I would receive no satisfac- 
tion. 


The day after we were settled in our 


new encampment Claybourne asked 
me to ride with him that we might 
form some plan to remove the obloquy 
under which he rested on account of 
his mysterious rides and the innuendo 
of the adjutant We emerged from 
our camp and rode on for a time in si- 
lence. Presently from the gate of the 
plantation house which we were ap- 
proaching emerged a young girl.

ROADS MUST BE LEGAL 


Supervisors 
Liable for 
Dangerous 


Breakers, Etc. 


Before discussing this subject I 


wish to quote from some of the de- 
isions of the courts of this state, and 
to say that the liability of the Town- 
ship measures strictly the legal lia- 
bility of the Supervisors, so far as in- 
dictment is concerned. 


"All public road,s and highways 


are required by law to be constantly 
kept in repair." 
Super. Ct. 234 


(1902). 


"The 
Supervisors' have genera 


authority to repair public roads and 
to charge the township with the ex- 
pense." 64 Pa. 445. 


"The first duty of the Supervisors 


is to keep the roads in good repair.'

"A township will be liable for in- 


juries' resulting from failure to keep 
the surface of the road free from 
holes, ruts or other inequalities * * 
or from stones, earth, rubbish or oth,- 
er obstructions.

preserve a reasonable condition o

The contusion as to the status ot 


the Supervisor has been due to sev- 
eral causes: 
(1) the tact that we 


have become so used to bad roadb 
that we have not thought seriously of 
using a very obvious and handy reni 
edy against them; (2) we have for- 
gotten that the Supervisor is elected 
as a public servant and not as an 
arbitrary master; and (3) we have 
wholly lost sight of the fact that road 
making, like farming, is not a matter 
of precedent and habit, but is a pro- 
gressive science. 


While in the indictment of a Su- 


pervisor It is necessary to say that 
the nuisan'ce complained of is dan- 
gerous, it need not be dangerous to 
human life. 
It Is quite enough that 


the roads are kept in such condition 
that a man hauling a full load is lia- 
ble to injure the springs or wheels or 
other parts of the vehicle or is liable 
to strain or otherwise injure his hors- 
es. Nor need this injury be confined 


daytirae travel. 
If the roads are 


uch that, traveling with ordinary 
are, in the night time, a man is apt 
o have a breakdown due 'to ruts or 
Oles or other inequalities ia the road 
tie liability to indictment is com- 
lete. 
The road must be so con- 


tructed as to be safe for both the 
uautity and the kind of travel which 
t usually accommodates 


The case in 34 Superior Court p. 
25, decided in 1907, expressly con- 
ines the decision to infrequently used 
aterul roads, and says that such roads 
eed not be kept in such state that 


an accident would be impossible for a 
vehicle suitable only for a race track. 


There is one further decision which 


holds that, without other evidence, it 
s not sufficient to justify inferring 
negligence because a large flat stone, 
firmly bedded, and in the road for 
ears, and lying like a floor, had not 
>een removed. 


Under these decisions it is clear 


that the Supervisors are required, 
particularly on the main traveled 
roads, to keep the roads in such 
shape as to make travel safe for all 
kinds of vehicles; and that means 
that breakers must be removed, that 
he rough stone bedded in the pike 
and in other roads and making travel 
in a buggy dangerous and inconven- 
ient must be covered. 


It is a fact that roads such as we 


now are compelled to travel greatly 
aggravate pelvic troubles, particular- 
ly in women, and that travel over our 
roads is aggravating to those afflicted 
with many forms of heart trouble. • 
Medical testimony to this effect is . 
perfectly admissible. 


The 
breaker 
is 
dangerous 
to 


springs, wheels, wagon box, tongue, 
shafts and harness. 
A break down 


of the springs or wagon may result 
in serious hurt; and a break in the , 
shafts or harness from the, sudden 
strain may result in a run-off. 


The legal responsibility of the Su- • 


pervisors is of two kinds, criminal 
and civil. 
He is subject to indict- 


ment for not keeping the roads in 
proper condition, and may be fined. 
But there is also another liability, not ' 
often considered but perfectly ger- 
mane to the situation now existing in 
this county. He is liable in a civil 
suit, brought by any taxpayer for 
the benefit of the township to pay 
back money spent by him illegally. ' 
It is hardly necessary to discuss this 
proposition; it is self evident. 
No 


public official 
can illegally 
spend 


money without being subject to suit 
for refunding it. And in the case of 
the Supervisor the rule is as true as 
in the case of any ether public offi- 
cial to whom is entrusted the expen- 
diture of money raised by taxes. 


There is a legal maxim that is. 


known to everyone, that "ignorance of 
the law excuses no one." 
Let me il-^ 


lustrate 
the 
application 
of 
this, 


maxim. On the Valley road there ii' 
a place where recently very deep 
ditches have been put in, deep enough- 
so that a vehicle getting into them 
would undoubtedly be overturned. 
These 
ditches 
have 
practically 


squared sides, and the drop from, the 
center of the road to the bottom of' 
the ditch is about two feet; the road " 
is so narrow that even in daytime' 
there is danger to teams passing each 
other. 
It is a main traveled road! , 


the law requires safety in the methol 
of repair; it is very unsafe. 


On the pike, on Tull's Hill and 


below, are 
breakers and ditches 


crossing the road and so constructed 
as to be very dangerous to loaded ve- 
hicles ot any kind, and very danger- 
ous to light vehicles in the night 
time 


These breakers and ditches are 


wholly illegal. Yet public money has 
been spent to construct them 
The 


cost of their constitution and of their 
removal can be recoveied for the 
benefit ot the taxpayers in a civil 
suit 
The mono was spent in direct 


•violation of the law as inteipreted by 
the courts, and ignorance of that 
law does not excuse those who cou- 
sti ucted these dansjeious obstruc- 
tions and ditrhes 
The discretionary 


power of the Stipervisots ends where 
the law steps in and »a\s that no re-

Practical Suggestions That Will Make 


Better Thoroughfares. 


Enough has been done in this com- 


munity with the drag to demonstrate 
to every observing and unbiased per- 
son that it is the most effective as 
well as the most economical plan for 
road making. 
One year before we 


used the drag the road along my farm 
was exceedingly bad. Last winter, 
while some roads near were almost 
impassable, this road kept in fair 
Shape, with practically no work but 
dragging. 


As to breakers on hillsides I think 


we cannot dispense with them till we 
adopt the road drag in connection 
with the road plow. The road plow 
is all right to shape up the road, 
making high in the center, with a 
regular slope to the bottom of a good 
ditch at each side, but this leaves the 
road a mass of loose earth to be cut 
into ruts at once by the wagon and 
auto 
traffic, 
even 
often 
cutting 


through breakers, when they exist, 
and the water is just as prone to fol- 
low these ruts as some men are to 
follow the political ruts and both 
with disastrous results. 
The road 


plow usually goes over the road only 
once each year or two, and usually 
finds the road as it did the year pre- 
vious, with from one to three ditches, 
but almost invariably one in the mid- 
dle of the road. 


Now, 
I believe that this can all be 


avoided by the proper use of the drag 
following the road plow, compacting 
the soil thoroughly, 
which work 


should be- done early in the spring 
when the ground is moist or even 
wet, which by dragging will "become 
very hard. Now by one round of the 
drag after each heavy rain this road 
can be kept in good shape and the 
following spring will not need more 
than one round with the road ma- 
chine to open up the ditches nicely. 
The drag will now do the balance if 
properly used, distributing and corn- 


is not so well suited Jior the work as 
the King drag, it will, if used after a 
few rains, convince any one not 
biased, that it will be wisdom for him 
to make the King drag and continue 
its use. Also, let us not oppose the 
agitation for better roads brought 
about by the auto folks, but work in 
harmony with them, thankful Jhat 
they take the lead in a matter in 
which all should be deeply interested. 
The value of good roads cannot be 
estimated in a community. 
Let us 


not be knockers but helpers in this 
matter.

chine can repair, but these, if stony, 
can usually be covered with dirt or 
ground and be kept in fine shape with 
the drag.

and money; better fill with .gravel. 
The great thought in road-making is 
—how shall we get the water off most 
quickly? and I believe the road drag 
best answers this.

Potato Blight 


At this season of the year -Prof. H. 


A. Surface, State Zoologist, Harris- 
burg, is receiving many, inquiries 
from persons as to the proper treat- 
ment of Potato blight. The follow- 
ing information recently sent to a 
Pottstown inquirer will be found 
helpful to others: 


."As a remedy for potato blight, 


you can spray with either Bordeaux 
mixture or with dilute lime-sulphur 
solution. The Bordeaux mixtuhe is 
made by dissolving three pounds of 
bluestone, and four pounds of lime in 
fifty gallons of water. 
If you have 


the beetles or "bugs" present, add 
two or three pounds of arsenate of 
lead to this. 
tl*, , 


"The 
lime-sulphur^ s'oWion will 


probably do as well as the Bordeaux 
mixture, this is not fully, proven, al- 
though I used it all right three years 
ago. 
This is made by using one gal- 


lon of the strong lime-sulphur solu- 
tion, either homemade or commercial, 
in twenty-five gallons of water." 


In making Bordeaux mixture dis- 


solve the copper sulphate (bluestone) 
by suspending it over night in a bur- 
lap bag just beneath the surface of 
the water (or put it in boiling water, 
using at least one quart to the 
pound), and dilute to 25 gallons. 
Slake the lime in sufficient water to 
prevent burning. 
Dilute to 25 gal- 


lons, strain and add to the copper 
sulphate solution, stirring the mix- 
ture vigorously while mixing.

Now that the strawbeny crop has

A Memorable Day of Mob Rule in 


Pittsburg 


Saturday afternoon was a bad 


time to tackle a mob in Pittsburg. 
It 


was a general half-holiday and the 
crowd was swelled by the mill and 
factory hands and the miners in the 
neighborhood, who, as well as the i 
train men, were exasperated by the 
news of bloodshed in Baltimore and 
doubted the legality of the presence 
ot State troops. 
Tramps abounded, 


and these together with outcasts and 
criminals gave a lawless complexion 
to the mob they reinfoiced. 
It is 


said that Cassatt was asked to defer 
the offensive movement until Mon- 
day, but he insisted that the State 
should restore to the lailroad its 
pioperty. Latta and Pearson met the 
Philadelphia troops at the Union Sta- 
tion, and Brinton acted under the 
command of his superior officers 
Be- 


toie setting out on the march to 
Twenty-eighth Street he gave instruc- 
tions to his two brigadiers and to his 
i egimental commanders to the effect 
that he did not \\ant a shot fired, but 
that it peisonal violence was at- 
tempted the men should defend them- 
selves. The Philadelphia tioops then 
inarched to the Twenty-eighth Street 
Giossing where they found the Pitts- 
burg militia fraternizing with a mob 
ot many thousands, in which the vic- 
ious element was large. They partly 
cleared the tracks, hut as the rioters 
pressed between their ranks they 
were forced to the defensive and 
formed a hollow square. 
A bayonet 


charge wounded a number and exas- 
perated the rest. 
The rioters threw 


stones and lumps of coal at the sol- 
diers, and followed up these missiles 
with pistol-shots. 
Emboldened by 


the lack of resistance, those in front 
seized the muskets and attempted to 
wrest Ihem from the troops. 
Some 


few were disarmed when at about 5 
o'clock a scattering fire began along 
the line, which increased to a volley 
but, 
as the officers did their best to 


stop it, lasted, less than a minute. 
But at least sixteen of the rioters 
were instantly killed and many were 
wounded. 
Moral 
support 
should 


have been forthcoming for these 
brave militia-men who had been pre- 
cipitately ordered forward to attempt 
an impossible task; but the Pittsburg 
public generally regarded their act as 
murderous.—From "The Railroad 
Riots of 1877," by James Ford

Text of th» Lesson, II Chron. xxxiii, 


1-13—Memory Verses, 12, 13—Golden 
Text, Isa. i, 16, 17—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
That Hezekiah, who was such a good 


king, should have had such a bad fa- 
ther as Ahaz and such a bad son as 
Manasseh is one of the—to us—seem- 
ingly strange things. In the case of 
David's sons and Eli's sons the trouble 
seems to have been lack of home disci- 
pline, for it is written of the former 
concerning one of his sons that his .fa- 
ther never displeased him and never 
said to him as much as "Why hast 
thou done thisf 
(I Kings i, 6.) Of 


Ell it is written that "his sons made 
themselves vile and he restrained 
them not" (I Sam. In. 13). As Manas- 
seh was twelve years old when he be- 
gan to reign in the stead of his father 
he must have been born three years 
after his father's recovery from his 
illness of "which he would have died 
had not the Lord added fifteen years to 
his life. 


His words were very humble after 


his recovery from that 'sickness, but 
later there was much pride and self as- 
sertion, especially when the ambassa- 
dors came with gifts from Babylon 
(Isa. xxxvili and xxxly). 
Would it 


have been better for Hezekiah to have 
died at what seemed to be his appoint- 
ed time rather th» to become the fa- 
ther of such a son? Let those tell wfto 
know, but let us in alt things be whol- 
ly subject to God. 
Terses 9 and 10 of our lesson sum- 


marize his iniquity .in these words: 
"So*Manasseh made iadab and the In- 
habitants of Jerusalem to err and'to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lord had destroyed before the children 
of Israel. And the Lord spake to Mn- 
nasseh and to his people, but they 
would not hearken." 
Note the love 


and compassion of Jehovah in Hia 
speaking to him to warn him and turn 
him from his evil waj»t note the -worst 
T>hase of his sin in his refusing to lia- 
ten to God. The special phases of his 
sin are mentioned in the previous 
verses as manifold idolatry, building 
idol altars even in the house of the 
Lord, using witchcraft, dealing with 
familiar spirits, etc. It was a fore- 
shadowing of the still greater wicked- 
ness which led to the captivity of Ju- 
dah when they mocked the messengers 
of God, despised His words aod misused 
His prophets till there was no remedy. 


Although God is'so long suffering, 


there is sometimes a limit, and the 
time came when God allowed Manas- 
seh to be taken prisoner, bound in 
chains and can-led to Babylon (verse 
11). It was a grand thing for him to 
be'thus afflicted, for in:priflon lie be- 
came truly penitent anil humble anfi 
prayed earnestly to God, and the Lord 
heard him and saved him and brought 
him again to Jerusalem into his king- 
dom (verses 12. 13). The Lord is not 
willing that any should perish, and He 
does everything to prevent people 
from going down to the pit (Job xxxiii 
29, 30). Even the Judgments of the 
great tribulation 
period, after the 


church shall have been removed, wil 
have as their object the repentance of 
the ungodly (Rev. Ix. 20. 21; xvi. 9) 
Who can tell how much his mother's 
prayers had to do with his turning to 
God? Her name was Hephzibah. and 
she seems to have been a godly wom- 
an. If she was on earth when he was 
carried to Babylon she might have 
said, as Jacob did. "All these things 
are against me." but in her case, aa in 
his. Rom. Till. 28, was true. 


After he turned to the Lord and was 


restored to his kingdom he seems to 
have done what he could to undo the 
evil he had done before by removing 
the altars and the strange gods, by 
repairing the altar of the Lord and of- 
fering sacrifice thereon and by com- 
manding Judah to serve the Lord God 
of Israel (verses 14-16), but there was 
no lasting result in the kingdom from 
his reformation, and his son Amon 
walked in the wicked ways of his fa- 
ther (ver?es 21-23). It seems more easy 
to lead people away from God than to 
lead them to Him. to do evil than to 
undo it, but there is nothing too bard 
or wonderful for the Lord. 


Tbe salvation of the thief on the 


cross, Saul of Tarsus and the jailer at 
Philippi are notable Bible illustrations 
of the grace of God. Our lesson chap- 
ter refers to the prayer of Manasseh 
and the words of (ho Lord's (servants 
to him, but \v<> have no record of them.

Literal or Parabolic—Which? 
It is not sufficient that I declare 


that in the Scripture under considera- 
tion the great Teacher was giving a 
parable. 
It is not sufficient that I 


quote, "Without a parable spake He 


desolate; henceforth ye shall see Me 
no more until that day when ye shall 
say, Blessed is He that cometh in the 
name of the Lord." 


The saintly few were gathered out 


of Judaism into relationship with 
Christ at Pentecost, and "The Rich 
Man," the nation, continued to be 
sick and finally died in the year A. D. 
70, when Titus, the Roman general, 
captured Jerusalem, the entire land 
of Palestine being laid waste. 


The Jewish nation has been a dead 


nation since the year A. D. 70. It is 
in hades,- in the tomb. 
But this im- 


plies its resurrection in due time, for 
the figure of the tomb, hades, does 
not represent a perpetual condition, 
but a temporary one, from which 
Messiah will1 grant a release, and 
hades, in every sense of the word, 
will be destroyed. 


Dives in Torment 


But the parable declares that Di- 


ves was in torment! How could this 
her seeing that the word hades signi- 
fies the death state, the unconscious

Some dear, condition? We answer that the Jew- 


earnest children of God would ob- 
ject, saying, "It reads, there was a 
certain Rich Man, etc." I must, 
therefore, prove that it is a parable 
and not a literal statement by show- 


ish people have a double aspect, in 
the parable and out of it. Nationally, 
they are dead or asleep, but as a peo- 
ple they are very much alive—no oth- 
er people more so. It is as a people 


ing that, considering it as a literal that they have been suffering the tor- 
statement, it would be untrue and tures ot persecution during the past 
absurd. 
After thus proving it to be 


a parable I will discuss it as such. 


If it be a statement of literal facts 


then all the facts must be taken lit- 
erally. 
This would i mean that be- 


cause a certain man was rich and 
fared bountifully every day and was 
clothed in purple and fine linen he 
would go to an eternity of torment, 
without a single charge being made 
against him along the lines of mur- 
der, or injustice or blasphemy, for in 
the account nothing of the kind ap- 
pears. 
Furthermore, nothing is said 


of the poor man as being a godly 
man, a saint, but merely that he was 
poor, full or sores, which the dogs 
licked; and that he ate the offal from 
"The Rich Man's" table. 


If those be the grounds and condi- 


tions upon which any of us have had 
hope for eternal bliss, surely a com- 
paratively small number could claim 
it. 
Did we ever have such experi- 


ences? If not, what ground have we, 
according to this teaching, for a hope 
of reaching Abraham's bosom? And, 
additionally, if the statement is a lit- 
eral one, Abraham and his- bosom 
must be' considered literal also, and 
if only two or three who were beg- 
gars like Lazarus were before us, 
what hope would we have for room 
in Abraham's bosom? 
But enough 


of this! 
We see clearly that the 


statement is parabolic and we must 
look for such an interpretation as 
will fit all conditions. And here it 
is! 


Viewed as a Parable 


Viewing the matter as a parable, 


our difficulties all disappear as soon 
as we get the key. The great Teach- 
er in this parable was criticising the 
leaders of the Jewish nation and fore- 
telling their fate. 
He Himself was 


an outcast, so were His disciples and i 
so have all been since who have be- i

eighteen centuries, while as a nation 
they have been dead, buried, in 
hades, and are awaiting a resurrec- 
tion, of which the present Zionism is 
an advance token. Soon Israel's per- 
secutions will end, when Messiah's 
glorious Kingdom shall take its pow- 
er; and then will come their national 
resurrection, for they are to be ac 
tively and specially identified with 
the Messianic Kingdom shortly, as 
its earthly and visible representa- 
tives. 


As the two tribes of Judah anl 


Benjamin were represented in "The 
Rich Man" in a very special sense, 
the 
other 
ten 
tribes, 
scattered 


amongst the surrounding nations, 
would, at a like proportion, represent 
his five brethren. 
God's dealings 


with the Jews will be the same wher- 
ever they are—no preference will be 
shown—"They have Moses and the 
Prophets, let them hear them." This 
could not be applicable to any except 
these two tribes and the other ten 
tribes of Israel, for they alone had 
Moses and the Prophets. 
The Rich Man Tormented in Hades 


All scholars will concede that the 


Greek word hades and the Hebrew 
word sheol, rendered hell in our com- 
mon version, really signify the death 
state, the tomb. Various Scriptures 
tell us of the silence of sheol and 
hades and that there is neither wis- 
dom nor knowledge nor device there; 
that the dead know not anything. 
Scholars, therefore, have been per- 
plexed greatly at the statement of 
this parable that The Rich Man lifted 
up his eyes in hades being in tor- 
ments. 


The difficulty dissolves as soon as 


we have the proper interpretation to 
the parable and see that the Jewish 
people died as a nation and were 
buried as a nation, but did not all die 


individually. 
The people of Israel;- 


outcast from their own. land among* 
all the ,n«.tions of earth, are very 
much alive, socially and personally,' 
having suffered for all these cen- 
turies. 


Only very recently we have had an 


exhibition of how this Rich Man (Is- 
rael), dead as a nation, but alive as a 
people, has appealed to Father Abra- 
ham to have Lazarus cool his tongue 
with a drop of water. Of course, the 
thought would not be that a spirit 
finger would take a drop of literal 
water to cool a literal tongue. A drop 
of water on the tip of a finger would 
not afford much relief anyway. 


The interpretation must be looked 


for along the lines of the parable. 
The fulfillment came when the Jews 
of this country in a general petition 
requested the President of the United 
States 
to 
co-operate 
with 
other 


"Christian nations" and intercede on 
behalf of their people in Russia that 
they might have more liberty and less 
persecution, 
that 
their 
torments 


might be cooled. 


Finding the Lazarus Class 


If we have found The Rich Man, 


let us now seek for poor Lazarus. 
He represented a God-fearing and 
God-seeking class outside the, pale of 
official Jerusalem—not all the Gen- 
tiles, but certain ones 
concerning 


whom Jesus said, "i have not found 
so great faith no, not in Israeli" 


The Jews were in the habit of 


speaking of the Gentiles as "dogs." 
The great Teacher Himself used this 
expression (Mark vii, 25-30). Laza- 
rus had no fine linen garment grant- 
ed to him because he was outside the 
pale of Israel, for whom alone the 
typical-sacrifices were offered. 
Laza- 


rus had no purple robe for the same 
reason—because 
the 
kingdom 
of 


blessing, for the time, belonged ex- 
clusively to the seed of Abraham. 
The dogs (other Gentiles) licked his 
sores, in the sense of considering the 
Lazarus class upright and godly and 
in some sense showing sympathy for 
them. 
His eating of the crumbs 


that fell from the children's table 
signifies that Jesus did, on a few oc- 
casions, allow some special blessings 
of healing, which were for the Jews, 
to go to this worthy class of Gentiles. 


For 
instance, 
the daughter of 


Jairus, raised from death, was a 
crumb from the children's table to 
one noble-minded Gentile who feared 
God and who had built a synagogue 
for the Jews. The healing of the cen- 
turion's servant was another crumb 
from "The Rich Man's" table to one 
of the Lazarus class. 
Healing the 


daughter of the Syro-Phenician wo- 
man was another crumb from "The 
Rich Man's table" to a member of the 
Lazarus class 
In answer to her re- 


quest Jesus answered, "It is not pro- 
per to take the children's bread and 
give it to the dogs"—Gentiles. 
Ac- 


cepting the suggestion the woman re- 
plied,1 "Yea, Lord, yet the dogs eat of 
the crumbs which fall from the chil- 
dren's table." Her fath in God mark- 
ed her as one of the Lazarus class, 
outside "The Rich Man's" household 
She was a companion of dogs (Gen- 
tiles), and for the time could merely 
have'a crumb from, "The Rich Man's 
table." 


As the death of "The Rich Man" 


represented a change in his affairs, PO 
the death of the Lazarus class indi- 
:ated a change in the affairs of this 
outcast class. 
But, instead of being 


buried, these were carried by the an- 
gels to Abraham's bosom—not to 
iieaven, not to purgatory, not to 
some intermediate state. 
As Abra- 


lam in the parable represents Go<l,
